ToSailFromMexico 


Heads Soroptimisls 


German and Italian 
Merchantmen Re 
main at Anchor; U. 
S. Patrol Nearby 


Tampico, Mexico, Nov. 25 
(A P )— Three United States 
destroyers of the neutrality 
patrol were seen before dawn 
today two miles offshore from 
Tampico harbor, and 12 Ger­ 
man and Italian merchantmen 
which earlier made prepara­ 
tions as if to depart remained 
at anchor. 


The ships— three German 
and nine Italian vessels which 
have been in Tampico harbor since 
early in the war—took aboard fuel 
loads and got up steam shortly after 
midnight. 
before dawn, however, tugs which 
had been standing by steamed away 
and heavy smoke ceased to pour 
from the stacks of the ships. 
The

still 
had 
all 
lights 
burning and despite poor visibility 
across the harbor the running lights 
OI the neutrality partol destroyers 
could be seen offshore in the gulf. 
(There was nothing to indicate 
that the presence of the neutrality 
patrol destroyers caused the Ger­ 
man and Italian ships to remain in 
port. 
The neutrality patrol is not 
intended to interfere with move­ 
ments of merchant shipping of any 
nation.) 
No warships of other powers had 
been seen bi the vicinity. 
Had Clearance Papers 
At the office of the port captain 
it was said the German and Italian 
merchantment had clearance papers 
but no lnforamtion could be given 
on when they might depart. 
At the German and Italian con­ 
sulates in Mexico City staff mem­ 
bers were at work at 2 a. rn., ap­ 
parently in touch with Tampico. 
Both consulates said they knew 
preparations had been made aboard 
the ships but had no Information 
when they might leave port.

Today’s Talk

UP FROM THE SOIL 
T 
O THE hill country of eastern Tennessee 
once migrated a sturdy American, an or­ 
phan, who was brought up by an uncle. Later 
he was to become a Confederate soldier un­ 
der General Lee. He was a good soldier, hav­ 
ing been discharged at the close of the war, 
after having earned the title of Captain. 
Returning to his old home, where he found 
all swept away, he went bravely to work. 
Soon he was married to the descendant of 
an old Virginia family. 
Ten children were 
born to the couple — seven boys and three 
girls. The eighth is the subject of this talk. 
Things didn’t go easily for this big fam­ 
ily on their little corn farm in the Tennessee 
hills. But in a small way the family pros­ 
pered, because all were workers. Opportunity 
for growth, however, was limited on the bot­ 
tom lands, and so the father decided to move 
to Texas. This was in 1887. That eighth child 
was but five years old at the time. 
It took rare courage and vision for that 
mother and father to take a family of ten to 
that far-away state of Texas—as it was con­ 
sidered at that time. But they made it, and 
the father, from his careful savings, bought 
a 40-acre tract of black land, moved into a 
small frame house, and started raising cot­ 
ton—a brand new adventure. The first year 
Drought only failure, because of floods, and 
boll-worms. The way was tough. Another son 
was born and an uncle was added to the fam ­ 
ily of 12! But soon prosperity smiled. 
Books were one of the assets of this un­ 
usual family. The father was a great reader, 
and he instilled this habit into those of his 
own. One day the eighth boy came to him 
and said; “Father, I would like to go away 
o school.” This alone took courage, for ail 
lelp was needed on that small farm with the 
big family. The boy told the father, however, 
that he wanted no money, that he would a r­ 
range that m atter by himself. 
But, as the 
boy stepped to his train, the father slyly 
shoved $25.00 into his hand—a great sacri­ 
fice, as both realized. 
The boy studied long and late—did any­ 
thing with his hands that opportunity of­ 
fered. He devoured books. Later he became 
a teacher. He decided to go into politics. At 
the age of but 24 he was a member of the 
Texas Legislature. He was admitted to the 
bar. At the age of 29 he was Speaker of the 
louse. At 30 he was a member of the U. S. 
Congress. Today he is Speaker of the House 
of Representatives—known and beloved by 
all as Sam Reyburn. 
This is the brief story of a great American, 
who has attained his fondest dream through 
hard work, adherence to ideals, uncom­ 
promising in courage, and loyalty to his own.
